The return of: one of these 
oe representatives. with a. large 
finker's vallance saved-from-e-salary-of 
$3500 a year, wos not sufficient to. con- 
vines the public that there was any- 
thing wrong, and accordingly with little 
hope of redress those whoso intetests, 
have. suffered have acted upon the re- 
solution “to grin and bear it.’ So clear 
and palpable has been the inconsistency 
of the. entire service as experienced 
abroad, that it did not fail to attract the 
attention of ex Président Grant in his 
recent trip. around the world, and ina 
speech at Philadelphia he made use of 
e following language :— 


“We are teal. represented, ond must 
continue to be badly represented, until 
a new policy is adopted of at least fixing 
tho duties of our Consuls, ‘They are 
sent to the East with salaries fixed which 
will not. support reapectablyo single 
man, let alone oman with a family, and 
he is forbidden to engage in private 
business.” ” é 

“Bhose of our people-who~have not 
travelled ‘abroad are. not aware - how 
much. we’ are’ behind other nations in 
this respect, and how“ much the country 
is actually fosing for tho want of ate- 
modeled policy and on efficient ond 
reliable corps of officials. It is of vital 
importance if wo look for o prosperous 
ond growing. foreign trade that ‘our 
merchants should be assisted by honest, 
intelligent and zealous consuls, and that 
the foreign policy of our, government 
in this respect should be progressive ond 
liberal. No man of intelligence, character 
and experienco will be willing to reside 
abroad. for. ‘an. uncertain term of yours 
upon'a salary about equal to thé pay of 
an average banker's cleric, to perform 
duties at the ‘dictation of 
State Department at. Washington, nor 
can our. trade and, commorce receive the 
much-needed “assistande , from . political 
hucksters whe ‘lock-‘upon a consulate as 
a logitimate . place. for scooping’ “in 
“ fees.” ‘Ihe investigation now in pro- 

ess.of the unsavory dish of irregular- 
ity ‘at Hongkong. isa good: opportunity 
for bringing ‘the .question. of reform to 
an issue,. especially regarding the Hest, 
which is the eouirce of luudest complaint.

Indennity for the Loss of a Registered Letter 


The following Regulations as to the 
{ndemnity to be paid in certain cases on 
tho loss of Registered correspondence have 
been made by His Exoellodcy the Governor 
under Ordinance 10 of 1876, Section XII. 

The Post Office is not legally responsible 
for the safe delivery of Registered corres- 
pondence, but henceforth it will be pre- 
pared to make good the contents of such 
correspondence lost while passing through 
tho Post, to the extent of $10, in certain 
cases, provided :— 

1. That tho-sender duly observed all the 
conditions of Regletration require. 

2. That the lettor wan accurely enclosed 
in a reasonably strong envelope. 

3. That application was made to the 
Postmaster wenoral of Hongkong im- 
mediatoly tho loss was’ discovered, the 
envelope being invariably forwarded with 
such application woless it also is lest. 

4. That the Postinaster Genoral is satis- 
fied. that tho loss ocourred whilst the corres- 
pondeuce was in the custody of the I'xitish 
Postal administration in Chins, that it was 
not caused by apy fault on the part of tho 
sender, by dostruotion by fire, or shipwreck, 
nor by the disho esty or negligence of spy 
person not in the employment of the 

ongkong Post Offico, 

5, No compensation can be paid for mere
